Alderman  Mrs*  Stevens  and  Gentlemen: 

I  beg  herein  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  activities  of  the 
City!s  Health  Department  for  the  year  1956. 

'The  population  of  the  City  was  determined  by  Dominion  Census  in 
June,  195C,  and  the  figure  was  shown  as  180,092©  The  rates  in  the  several 
statistical  tables  appearing  throughout  this  report  are  based  on  the  population 
figure  as  determined  by  the  Dominion  Government* 


The  number  of  marriages  solemnized  throughout  the  year  1956  was 
2064?  a  figure  closely  approximating  the  reporting  for  1955  when  the  number  of 
marriages  was  reported  as  2052©  It  has  been  shown  that  marriage  rates  during 
peace  time  years  show  little  variation  although  it  is  to  be  admitted  that  the 
rates  show  something  of  a  decline  from  what  was  considered  the  norm  of  some  year* 
ago*  The  marriage  rale  for  the  year  1956  was  11*5  per  thousand  of  population* 


The  g^oss  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  6978* 
the  figure  including  births  to  parents  non-resident  in  the  City.  The  net  figure 
or  the  births  to  residents  only  was  5789*  The  respective  birth  rates  per 
thousand  of  population  were  38*7  (gross)  and  31*7  (net)©  Both  the  gross  and  the 
net  figures  as  also  the  rates  show  an  increase  over  the  reporting  for  1955* 
Included  in  the  gross  number  of  births  (6978)  are  379  illegitimate,  a  decrease 
of  18  as  compared  with  the  reporting  for  1955*  There  were  two  sets  of  illegiti¬ 
mate  twins.  The  illegitimate  births  represent  5* 4$  of  the  gross  number  of  births 


The  gross  number  of  stillbirths  registered  during  the  year  was  78 5 
and  the  net  number  63a  with  corresponding  rates  per  1,000  of  population  of  0tf43 
and  0*35  respectively.  The  net  stillbirth  rale  has  shown  a  steady  decline  over 
at  least  the  last  ten  years,  and  the  1956  recording,  0*35  per  thousand  of 
population,  is  the  lowest  to  be  reported  over  that  period.  Stillbirth  rates 
admittedly  are  low,  but  the  problem  presented,  reflecting  as  it  does  on  both  the 
birth  rate  and  the  infant  death  rate,  should  be  of  grave  communal  concern. 
Theoretically  there  is  no  justification  for  stillbirths,  but  as  it  seems  we  will 
have  to  deal  with  facts,  the  situation  constitutes  at  once  a  challenge  to  remedy 
and  a  stimulus  to  explore  the  complexities  that  collectively  give  rise  to  the 
problem  with  a  view  to  effecting  the  remedy. 


The  gross  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  City  during  the  year 
was  1541  with  a  corresponding  rate  per  thousand  of  population  of  8.6.  The  net  02 
actual  City  rate  was  6.9  represented  by  deaths  amongst  citizens  of  1241.  Of 
passing  interest  is  the  fact  that  the  gross  death  rate  is  the  lowest  for  the 
past  five  years,  and  the  net  or  City  death  rate  is  the  lowest  since  1933*  It  is 
not  possible  from  the  tables  showing  cause  of  death  to  differenciate  between 
city  and  non-city  deaths,  and  as  a  consequence  the  following  information  is  based 
on  the  gross  number  of  deaths.  Deaths  from  the  first  six  causes  were:

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There  was  only  one  city  death  from  Tuberculosis  recorded  during  1950,  the 
incidence  of  the  disease  however  showed  a  decidedly  up  trend®  The  two  deaths 
above  referred  as  being  from  communicable  disease  other  than  Tuberculosis  and 
Influenza  were  caused  from  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis®  Violent  and  acciden¬ 
tal  deaths  showed  an  increase  of  7  as  compared  with  the  reporting  for  1955° 


It  is  somewho.t  disturbing  to  note  that  in  the  classification  of 
causes  of  death,  132  deaths  occurred  for  which  the  cause  is  non  specified  or 
else  stated  as  unknown®  The  number  of  deaths  under  this  indeterminate  listing 
has  increased  markedly  in  the  last  one  or  two  years®  In  1954  there  were  6 
deaths  listed  as  non  specified  or  unknown;  in  1955  there  were  55  such  instances 
and  at  this  reporting  132®  One  or  two  reaspns  might  be  advanced  in  the 
accounting  for  a  situation  such  as  this,  but  aside  from  this  and  in  a  civilized 
community  no  individual  should  go  to  his  or  her  grave  from  a  cause  stated  to  be 
unknown®  There  are  adequate  means  of  finding  the  cause  of  death® 


The  number  of  infant  deaths  registered  throughout  the  year  was  130 
with  a  corresponding  rate  per  thousand  live  births  of  10® 6®  Both  the  number  of 
infant  deaths  and  therefore  the  rate  include  39  infants,  the  parents  of  whom 
resided  outside  the  City®  This  recording  of  infant  deaths  is  the  lowest  for 
the  last  five  years®  Prematurity,  congenital  debility  and  malformations,  and 
injuries  at  birth  and  the  deaths  attributable  to  these  causes  have  posed  a 
problem  that  has  existed  over  the  years®  True  there  has  been  much  of  improve^ 
ment,  but  the  underlying  causes  embodying  as  they  do  matters  both  economic 
and  social  leave  us  with  some  distance  to  go  before  the  solution  to  this  pro¬ 
blem  is  reached®

and  both  were  city  residents®  Both  city  mothers  died  of  conditions  attendant- 
on  the  puerperal  state,  of  which  there  are  a  number®  It  is  indeed  tragic  when 
a  mother  dies  at  child  birth®  The  maternal  death  rate  was  0C23  per  thousand 
live  births® 


The  incidence  of  communicable  disease  was  again  light  throughout 
the  year;  533  cases  wore  reported  and  40  deaths  occurred  from  the  several  con¬ 
ditions  o  Table  Ho®  9  sets  forth  the  detail  in  this  regard®  Thirteen  causes  of 
acute  anterior  poliomyelitis  were  reported,  of  which  3  were  paralytic  and  10 
non-paralyt ic®  There  were  two  deaths  from  this  condition®  There  appears  to  be 
little  doubt  that  the  mass  inoculation  of  Salk  Vaccine  undertaken  by  the 
Department  has  influenced  very  markedly  the  incidence  of  this  disease®  The 
causes  of  the  deaths  under  this  heading  are  as  follows:

It  was  pointed  out  last  year  that  the  continuing  growth  of  the  City 
stresses  the  urgency  for  the  complete  decentralization  of  the  Department® 
Scarboro  Health  Unit  and  the  Department  in  the  City  Hall  arc  the  only  two  fully 
functioning  units®  There  are  throe  locations  in  which  clinics  arc  hold  aside 
from  the  two  centres®  The  ITorth  Hill  Pursing  Aides  School,  ($25o00  per  month 
rent),  the  Hi Harney  Evangelical  Church  ($10® 00  per  month  rent)  and  Renfrew 
United  Church  ($5® 00  per  clinic)®  The  three  sub-units  at  which  the  attendance 
has  markedly  increased,  only  provide  space  for  the  holding  of  clinics  once  or 
twice  a  week  and  do  not  lend  themselves  for  the  conduction  of  our  immunizing 
program  which  is  city  wide  in  its  scope  and  necessitates  those  who  choose  to 
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take  advantage  of  this  service,  to  come  to  tho  City  Hall  from  all  over  the 
City®  In  addition  there  are  a  number  of  activities  in  which  the  Department 
engages  that  owing  to  existing  circumstances  cannot  ho  unde rt air  on  other  than  in 
the  City  Hall*  This  includes  tho  activities  in  the  Dental  CliniCo  The  hope  in 
decentralization  is  tho  establishment-,  centrally  located  administrative 
centre,  and  five  or  six.  strategically/ units  about  tho  City,  tho  plan  to  he 
completed  over  a  period  of  years* 

Financial  grouts  in  aid  of  the  Departments  work,  and  received 
from  both  the  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments,  amounted  to  $64, 321  o 99*  Wo 
are  deeply  indebted  to  the  Senior  Governments  for  their  very  generous  contri- 
butions,  enabling  tho  obtaining  of  equipment  that  otherwise  wpuld  have  to 
wait  until  tho  Department  could  afford  it*  Tho  grants  included  an  appreciable 
contribution  towards  tho  salaries  of  certain  staff* 

Work  undertaken  for  other  Departments,  notably  Welfare,  Children^ 
Aid,  Police,  tho  Safety  Division  of  tho  Personnel  Department,  and  in  connection 
with  the  Civic  Pension  Fund  continues  to  occupy  a  fair  amount  of  the  Depart** 
months  time*

The  following  report  sets  out  the  work  accomplished  "by  the  School 
Health  Division  in  the  City  Schools  during  the  year  1956  and  is  presented  for 
your  information,, 

This  was  the  first  full  year  of  the  generalised  health  service0  The 
City  was  divided  into  twenty- four  designated  geographical  units  with  a  Public 
Health  Purse  assigned  to  each  district®  Bach  nurse  is  responsible  for  carrying 
out  the  Departmental  Health  programme  in  all  schools  within  her  district®  The 
nurses  carry  out  a  home  visiting  programme  to  all  new  horn  babies  and  their 
family  within  their  district,,  All  the  nurses  now  conduct  routine  baby  confer¬ 
ences  in  the  several  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  held  throughout  the  City  each  week® 
The  nurse !s  time  is  roughly  allocated  50$  in  the  schools,  with  the  balance 
spent  in  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  on  community  home  visitingo 

During  the  ten  months  of  the  school  year  a  total  of  8,887  children 
received  a  full  medical  examination  designed  to  assess  their  health  status®  In 
addition  a  further  450  were  examined  for  competitive  sport sD  The  average  pupil 
enrollment  within  the  city  school  system  numbered  31 » 500,  approximately®  Thus 
28$  of  the  pupils  enrolled  received  a  medical  examination  by  one  of  the  school 
physicians®  All  children  in  Grade  one  and  seven  were  given  a  routine  examina¬ 
tion  together  with  all  new  entrants  into  the  school  system  in  any  grade®  1021 
were  examined  on  special  request  made  by  the  teacher  or  nurse0  The  parent  is 
invited  to  bo  present  at  each  examination*  60 yo  of  the  parents  accepted  the 
invitation®  Where  no  parent  is  present,  a  brief  summary  of  the  result  together 
with  recommendations,  where  indicated,  is  sent  home  with  the  child®  Any 
defects  requiring  attention  are  recorded  on  a  special  referral  form  and  sent 
home  with  the  child®  The  immunization  state  of  each  child  is  chocked  at 
examination  and  in  addition  the  school  nurses  review  the  medical  history  re¬ 
cords  routinely  in  certain  grades  for  non- inoculated  children  and  those  whose 
immunization  is  out-dated®  Special  inoculation  sessions  are  arranged  in  every 
school  during  January  to  June  by  the  school  nurses  in  order  to  provide  every 
opportunity  to  keep  inoculations  current®  Parental  consent  for  inoculation  is 
always  obtained*  During  the  year  1956,  1961  children  wore  vaccinated  in 
schools  and  4,93®  given  a  booster  dose  of  diphtheria  end  tetanus  toxoid*  Prom 
the  results  of  the  medical  examination  each  child  ham  been  awarded  an  arbitrary 
health  category,  somewhat  similar  to  the  one  used  in  expressing  a.c extern ic 
standing®  Three  grades  are  used,  A  -  Good,  B  -  Pair,  0  -  Poor®  A  total  of 
7262  or  92$  were  considered  to  qualify  for  an  ,At  Grading;  586  or  70$  awarded  a 
lBl  Grado  and  43  or  1  jo  had  a  !C*  Grade®  The  general  standard  of  health  of  the 
school  children  is  felt  to  be  extremely  good®  Defects  noted  by  the  physicians 
conducting  the  examinations  in  the  schools  are  summarised  in  the  following 
table;

From  the  examinations  525  pupils  or  6©6p  were  referred  to  the  family 
physician,  either  on  account  of  some  specific  defect  noted  for  which  treatment 
was  warranted  or  for  further  investigations©  The  Headth  Department  wishes  to 
express  thanks  to  the  private  physicians  for  the  information  furnished  on  the 
referral  slips  completed  on  "behalf  of  their  patients© 

On  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons  at  the  City  Hall  children  are 
referred  "by  the  nurses  or  teachers  to  the  minor  ailments  clinic,  693  children 
were  seen  at  this  centre  with  121  referred  to  their  own  private  doctor  for 
continuation  treatment© 

The  Public  Health  Hursing  staff  have  had.  a  very  active  year  and 
performed  a  vast  amount  of  constructive  health  supervision  as  the  following 
summary  will  testify©  3ach  nurse  takes  a  very  great  personal  interest  in  the 
health  welfare  of  all  the  children  in  her  schools©  Both  parents  and  children 
make  a  grea.t  dead  of  use  of  the  nurse* 3  services

The  introduction  of  the  Salk  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  for  administra¬ 
tion  to  school  pupils  in  C-rade  one  and  two  in  the  spring  of  1955  created  a 
great  deal  of  interest  and  popular  demand  amongst  ail  parents  of  young 
children©  As  the  vaccine  production  at  the  Connaught  Laboratories  was 
definitely  limited  in  amount  a,  very  strict  control  was  exercised  in  its 
administration©  Priority  groups  reLated  to  school  grades  or  year  of  birth 
were  designated  and  no  one  outside  these  categories  was  eligible  to  receive 
the  vaccine*  Parents  were  requested  to  sign  a  consent  slip  if  they  wished 
their  child  to  be  inoculated  with  Polio  Vaccine©  The  Department  was  to  be 
allotted  46,000  c©c©!s  over  a.  fourteen  week  period  prior  to  the  school 
closure  at  the  end  of  June©  G-rades  one  to  five,  pre-school  children  born  in 
1950  and  expectant  mothers  were  declared  the  eligible  group  to  receive  two 
doses  of  vaccine©  Delivery  of  the  vaccine  fell  behind  that  scheduled  and  only 
17t5°0  CoCc  fs  was  made  available©  The  programme  was ,  therefore,  revised  and 
it  was  decided  to  administer  one  dose  of  va.ee ine  only  to  all  children  in 
G-rades  one  to  six;  pre-school  children  born  in  1950  and  1951  and  expectant 
mothers©  It  was  felt  that  some  protection  for  a  much  larger  group  over  the 
summer  months  was  more  desirous  than  completing  two  doses  for  a  very  much 
reduced  group  with  the  vaccine  available©  17 » 313  persons  were  inoculated 
during  May  and  June©  The  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  city  during  1956 
amounted  to  only  13  cases©  10  cases  were  non-paralytic  and  three  had  some 
paralysis©  In  the  series,  seven  cases  were  children  under  ton  years  of  age, 
one  of  which  had  a.  mild  paralysis©  Two  of  the  children  had  received  one  dose 
of  Salk  Vaccine  only  but  were  non— paralytic  cases©  There  were  only  three 
cases  of  Polio  reported  in  children  of  school  age;  all  of  them  non-paralytic©

Tno  general  incidoncG  of  Poliomyelitis  was  very  lo w  in  1956  right  across  the 
Dominion©  ho  cases  were  reported  in  the  expectant  mother  group  who  received 
vaccine* 


The  Grade  Ten  Pupils  in  the  High  Schools  were  all  offered  a  Mantoux 
test  in  the  Tuberculosis  programme*  Of  1692  pupils  in  G-rade  Ten,  1380 
accepted  a  Mantoux  Test,  with  a  further  147  accepting  Patch  Tost  hut  refusing 
the  intra  dermal  test*  97  or  6 *5$  of  those  tested  were  positive  re-actors® 

An  additional  4l  or  2*4 jo  wo  re  known  positive  re— actors,  making  a  total  of  8* 
of  the  G-rade  positive  re-actors*  This  figure  has  not  varied  significantly 
over  the  last  four  years*  ITo  active  tuberculosis  was  discovered  during  the 
programme©  All  reactors  wore  x-rayed  cat  the  3aker  Memorial  Sanatorium*  All 
reactors  from  the  previous  year  were  again  x— rayed  before  being  released© 


The  Grade  3  pupils  were  all  given  a  routine  group  hearing  test  by 
the  nurses©  3^29  pupils  wero  tested  with  335  failing  the  test*  Those  who 
failed  were  then  given  individual  tests.  2 jo  of  the  failures  wero  found  to 
ho/ve  a.  hearing  rroblemo 


During  1956,  39  children  were  provided  with  glasses  free  of  charge© 
In  all  cases  the  economic  circumstances  of  the  family  were  carefully  checked 
before  the  charge  was  made  to  the  City©  The  cost  of  this  service  to  the 
Department  amounted  to  $257.06©  At  the  discretion  of  the  school  nurse 
certain  children  wore  selected  to  receive  a  half  pint  of  milk  free  on 
each  school  day  through  the  months  of  January  to  June©  The  cost  to  the 
department  for  the  service  amounted  to  $2240*00 


The  vitamin  supplement  tablets  wero  again  made  ava.il ablo  to  school 
children  during  the  year©  These  tablets  are  a.  very  popular  means  of  present* 
ing  a  vitamin  supplement© 


This  Department  sincerely  appreciates  the  professional  advice  and 
services  given  by  certain  ophthalmologists  in  connection  with  several  eye  dis¬ 
abilities  referred  to  them  during  the  year© 


I  should  like  to  express  grateful  thanks  to  all  members  of  the 
Infant  Welfare  and  School  Division  for  their  loyalty  and  co-operation©  The 
wonderful  team  spirit  that  exists  amongst  the  staff  is  in  every  way  responsible 
for  the  great  volume  of  work  accomplished  throughout  the  year©

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  Pre-School  and  School  Hental  Services 
.division  for  the  year  1956* 

The  policy  of  the  School  Hental  Clinic  remained  "basically  the  same, 
Oj-fering  dental  inspection  and  treatment  to  Grades  I  and  II0  Inspection  of 
Grades  III  and  IV  was  dropped  in  September  as  a  result  of  an  experiment  carried 
out  last  year  in  Grade  III*  Inspection  of  these  two  grades  has  been  replaced  by 
a  card  system  administered  by  the  nurses  and  teachers. 

Two  dental  hygienists  joined  the  staff  in  the  Pall  in  the  persons  of 
nrsc  Louise  Thomas  and  Miss  Annabelle  KcEwen.  These  two  girls  are  engaged  in 
the  topical  fluoride  application  program  for  Grade  II  pupils  as  well  as  in 
educational  measures  with  teachers  and  pupils  of  Grades  I  and  II©  A  very  good 
beginning  has  been  made  along  educational  lines  by  the  hygienists. 


The  topical  fluoride  program  is  on  a  voluntary  basis  for  Grade  II 
pupils  and  a.  charge  of  93. 00  is  made  to  defray  expenses.  The  following  is  a 
report  covering  the  worn  of  the  hygienists  and  the  topical  fluoride  application 
program  since  October  29th,  1956.

There  has  been  a  corresponding  hut  not  so  dramatic  increase  in  output 
in  the  pre-school  clinic  as  well.  It  is  admittedly  a  very  difficult  thing” to 
provide  service  to  this  very  young  group  and  the  operators  involved  deserve  a 
vote  of  thanks  for  their  continued  effort. 


Space  maintainer  construction  was  begun  as  a  demonstration  measure  in 
November.  Dr.  Sarchuk  has  constructed  1 6  of  them  as  of  December  31st.  She  is 
continuing  this  activity  in  1957. 


It  is  to  be  noted  that  missed  appointments  dropped  from  606  to  373  with 
a  like  number  of  appointments  given.  However,  this  represents  186  hours  of 
idle  chair  time.  This  means  that  a.  total  of  574  hours  of  chair  time  was  lost 
during  the  year,  or,  on  the  basis  of  one  operator1  s  time,  it  means  that  one 
dentist  was  idle  for  19  weeks  of  the  year.  On  a  cost  basis  this  amounts  to 
about  $4,000.00  of  professional  time  wasted.  Some  means  will  have  to  be  found 
to  correct  this  decidedly  unfavorable  condition. 


The  physical  conditions  surrounding  the  service  cannot  be  considered 
up=»t o«»dat e * •  Much  of  the  equipment  is  old  and  in  need  of  replacement  for 
efficient  service*  The  space  available  to  the  Dental  Division  is  adequate 
perhaps,  out  not  ideal.  Open  operating  cubicles  and  thin  wsJLls  which  allow  a 
fussy  child  to  disturb  and  disrupt  patients  and  operators  in  adjoining  cubi¬ 
cles  is  a  condition  which  should  be  corrected  in  any  new  clinic  or  clinics. 


The  parents  do  not  have  a  realization  of  the  saving  in  money  to  them 
in  the  use  of  the  clinic  facilities  and,  therefore,  do  not  appreciate  the 
service  enough.

Turnover,  of  dental  operating  staff  is  again  going  to  become  a  problem 
unless  a  drastic  upward  revision  of  salary  scales  is  instituted.  The  conditio 
exists  whereby  operating  dentists  are  working  in  the  City  Service  at  a.  salary 
several  thousands  of  dollars  below  what  prevails  in  private  practice.  As  a 
result  turnover  in  staff  is  inevitable. 

The  Dental  Division  is  grateful  for  the  help  and  advice  from  all  other 
members  of  the  Department  and  wishes  to  thank  you,  Sir,  for  your  own  advice 
and  guidance.

Reporting  on  the  activities  of  the  Kinsmen  Nurse  for  the  year  —  March 
1,  1956  to  February  28,  1957* 

The  Kinsmen  Nurse,  employed  by  the  local  club,  is  responsible  to  the 
Director  of  the  Division  of  Tuberculosis  Control,  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Sanatorium,  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health*  The  nurse  works  closely  with 
the  Central  Tuberculosis  Registry.  Home  reports  on  all  admissions  plus  a  monthly 
report  on  changes  of  address,  home  conditions  and  the  results  of  tuberculin  skin 
tests  are  sent  to  the  Regis try© 

TLiRDRC DLIIT  TESTS_  for  the  year  ending  February  28th,  total  2,959  with 
527  positive  reactors  referred  to  the  clinics  for  x— ray  and  examination,  390  were 
tested  in  the  office  and  2,569  outside  of  the  office. 

OFFICE  VISITS  ~  1,288  in  number.  In  addition  to  those  reporting  to 
the  office  for  skin  tests,  are  those  attending  the  48  weekly  Wednesday  afternoon 
clinics,  with  a  Doctor  from  the  Sanatorium  in  attendance.  From  the  217  examina~ 
tions,  two  new  active  cases  and  five  new  inactive  cases  of  tuberculosis  were 
discovered. 


The  majority  of  the  patients  and  their  contacts  report  to  the  twice- 
weekly  clinics  held  at  the  Sanatorium,  where  more  facilities  are  available.  X— 
ray  reports  are  received  on  all  persons  attending  these  clinics.  Records  and 
filing  are  becoming  increasingly  time  consuming.  Others  attending  the  office  are 
patients  with  problems  seeking  advice.  4l6  reported  for  streptomycin  injections. 

Each  Wednesday  morning,  four  students  from  the  General  Hospital  visit 
the  office  for  instruction  on  the  Tuberculosis  Control  Program. 

HOME  VISITS  — L  1,013 

1.  All  admissions  are  visited,  checking  contacts  at  home  if  they  are 
unable  to  visit  the  office  and  checking  contacts  at  various  addresses.  General 
health  teaching  is  given  and  referral  to  various  agencies  such  as  the  ..elf are 
Department  and  the  Family  Pureau* 

2.  All  discharges  are  visited,  some  requiring  more  supervision,  the 
frequency  of  visits  depending  on  how  well  routine  is  being  followed. 

3.  Patients  overdue  for  x— rays  are  located  and  persuaded  to  report 
for  re— examination.  Included  with  this  group  are  the  uncooperatives  and  those 
A.WoO.L.  from  Sanatorium. 

4.  Routine  investigation  to  all  new  inactive  cases,  with  follow-up 
where  necessary.

V/ELPAEE  CALLS  »  Twenty- two  families  are  receiving  milk  assistance  of 
1  to  2  quarts  daily.  60  bottles  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  were  distributed.  Used 
clothing  was  provided  for  5  families,  3  pairs  of  pyjamas  were  purchased  for 
needy  patients  in  sanatorium.  Fourteen  Christmas  food  hampers,  with  turkerys, 
were  delivered,  including  gifts  for  32  children,  purchased  by  the  Kinette  Club. 

With  the  new  x-ray  unit  in  operation  at  the  City  Hall,  there  may  be 
some  re-organization  of  the  work  load  necessary.  The  installation  of  the  unit 
with  a  technician  provided,  and  the  operation  of  the  Chest  Clinic  are  both 
financed  through  the  sale  of  Christmas  Seals,  this  year  $55,515*00  was  realized. 

The  guidance  and  cooperation  at  all  times  received  from  you  and  the 
members  of  your  staff  is  sincerely  appreciated.
